000 inhabitants and a mob of 79 dele 
gates.

nomination filed his petition before 
the closing date and Boss .Vare and 
the Bosses Mellon are sending an un- 
instructcd delegation to Kansas City.

The aims of the physical education- 


al department of the Appleton high 
school are four-fold, according- to Jo- 
seph Shields, boys' physical director, 
and Miss Edith Small, girls' physical 
director. 


Most people, the 
directors 
claim, 


think of physical education as formal 
"calisthenics" or the time worn "sot- 
ting up exercises" or they believe the 
results of interscholastic competitive 
games in 
basketball, 
football 
and 


track are an indication of the success 
of .the physical educators. In progres- 
sive institutions, however, the student 
is trained in lines other than mechan- 
ical drill work or for participation in 
championship teams. The individual 
is given a chance to act in situations 
that are physically wholesome, men- 
tally stimulating, and satisfying and 
socially sound. 


The first aim is to correct postural 


deformities. The posture of the school 
child is vital to the future health and 
happiness, the directors say. It keeps 
the child from becoming round shoul- 
dered and also protects his lungs from 
tuberculosis germs. It develops 
his 


body to the correct spinal curvature. 
The demand for good posture during 
the work establishes the habit of an 
erect bodily carriage. 


The second aim to be noted is that 


of neuromuscular co-ordination, rhy- 
sical training does not wish to develop 
big, bulky muscled youths, nor 
to 


produce circus 
performers, but 
to 


bring out a muscular tone and co-or- 
dination that makes 
for poise, 
a 


graceful 
carriage, 
a 
body 
easily 


handled with the minimum of wasted 
enargy. 


The third aim is hygienic. Whole- 


some activity of the system of organs 
is brought about 
in athletics' and 


games, sports and dancing, thereby 
strengthening the organs and devel- 
oping them into a strong sound body. 


( The gymnasium period ends with 
a 


hot, then cold shower, followed by a 
brisk rub, thus preventing an 
over- 


heated condition resulting in a cold, 
and leaving student in fine shape for 
the days work. 


The last aim of the directors is that 


of wholesome recreation brought to 
the student through an extensive in- 
tramural program. 
In these, team 


games, 
leadership, 
co-operation, 
a 


spirit of fair play, courage and 
un- 


bounded satisfaction are the quali- 
ties formed into .participants. These 
games are means of character build- 
ing for our future citizens. A cham- 
pionship is not the aim. The student 
who becomes fond of a certain sport, 
such as swimming, golf, 
tennis 
or 


baseball, will find these valuable as 
recreation even when school is forgot- 
ten.

tion for those of feeble body and maimed 
limb. He saw 
thirty-four 
certificates 


awarded to crippled boys and girls wlio 
had completed their training, and six giv- 
en to men and women on crutches, in* 
wheelchairs or with useless arms, who 
fought courageously winning fights to 
make themselves'breadwinners, self-sus- 
taining. 


In the face of that spectacle. Tunr.cy 


with all his strength of bod}- realized his 
insignificance, and better still he voiced it 
well. 


"\Vc Americans arc too ready to make 


heroes out of idols with clay feet, I per- 
sonally believe that the boys and girls 
who arc members of this institution have 
showed more courage in one day than 1 
have ever been called upon to show. It 
is not a difficult thing to go in there and 
engage in fisticuffs for great suins of 
money and the applause and acclamations 
of the crowd. That takes no courage. It 
may take a little ability, but not courage. 
It is much more appropriate to cheer the 
boys and girls of this institution for the 
courageous fight they arc carrying on

Spare time is becoming recognized as 


the danger period for boys. Ninety-five 
per cent of juvenile crime in American 
cities is committed after 3 P. M., William 
Lewis Butcher, secretary of the 
Crime 


Commission of New York City, told the 
annual convention of the 
International 


Federation of Boys' clubs, in Birming- 
ham, Ala. 


"Something must be done about 
the 


situation that permits boys to drift into 
bad habits during their spare time," he 
said. "Spare time in a boy's day is the 
danger period." Psychologists tell us that 
the delinquent boy is mentally deficient, 
but the Crime commission has found that 
only 5 per cent of them are mentally de- 
ficient. Juvenile delinquency is a mis- 
nomer and the real trouble is adult jn- 
efficiency. 


"To combat the danger that spare time 


entails the Boy's Club Federation holds 
open house that the boy of the streets 
may avail himself of the opportunity to 
build himself up physically and mentally 
and morally. Passing the buck won't get 
us anywhere; it is a community prob-' 
lem," says Mr. Butcher.

upon a comprehensive program -te so ,fill 
the spare time of the boys witli> "whole- 
some activities'that they will have" none 
left for undesirable, pursuits, the -better 
for the communities and society at large.

It is ordinarily not necessary for adults to under- 


go the Schick test for diphtheria immunity or toxin 
antitoxin immunisation, except in .special circum- 
stances in time of an outbreak of diphtheria, as in 
an institution. 


Who should procure immunity against typhoid 


fever and paratyphoid? Perhaps everybody. All our 
A. E. F. men received it before they went abroad. 
Every prospective traveller should have this pro- 
tection. Persons contemplating-a, sojourn in a sum- 
mer resort should have it.- because food handlers 
seeking1 work in such' places arc not rarely typhoid 
carriers. Anyone whose- work or play takes him 
into communities where public health'or sanitary 
regulations arc lax should guard against the risk by 
having this prophylactic treatment administered by 
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his physician.

companionate marriage fad and

author discourses very sagely on the 
tolly of the experimental marriage, 
>ut he settles nothing. The book in 
fact is almost completely irrelevant 
so far as the problem of companionate 
marriage is concerned. 
v 
• * 


•'Briefly..a youhg couple, a genuirie- 
y "nice" girl and a reasonably nor- 
mal but rather weak boy, try the com- 
lanionatc marriage stunt. The girl 
finds out in course of the experiment 
hat she does not want to marry the 
boy although she loves him after a 
'ashion. 


He straightway goes to their apart- 


ment and hangs himself. Meanwhile 
he girl goes back to her father and 
ic discovers the irregular alliance of 
lis daughter. Maddened he rushes to 
he apartment to kill the boy, coni- 
ng just at the time when the youth 
s at his last gasp. The father cuts 
him down and saves his life instead 
)f killing him. The girl still refuses to 
narry the youth and the father buys 
him oft by sending him to Europe for 
'. musical education. 
Xow what has this to do with the 
'ompanionato marriage problem, if it 
s a problem, which is doubtful? True, 
he boy tried to hang himself after 
he experiment but not because the 
^xperiment had been-"made, merely 
iccause the girl tired of him. Any, 
vcak youth might hanp: himself for 
i. girl when she rejected him without 
my companionate marriage' entering 
he situation. 
All the rest of the story is equally 


rrclevant. The action has no bearing 
>n companionate marriage, 'me char- 
ictcrs talk about it but that is mere 
lebate. and that tho talk is even with- 
iut the merit of saying anything orig- 
nal or conclusive on the subject The 
girl is unquestionably a poor little 
ool for entering a companionate mar- 
Inge with a -weakling, but she would 
Iso have been a poor little fool for 
narrying him m the regular way. The 
ituation as developed* by the novel- 
st merely means nothing at all. 


It a novelist must write problem 
ovcls. the obvious thing to do is to 


make the story fit the problem. It is 
oubtful if the companionate marriasc 
s sufficiently important to have a 
lovcl devoted to it: the chances arc' 


it is hardly more than'' a passing 
thing. It is not a deep and pas.sionate 
problem like human slavery, for in- 
stance, for "the sake of which a mil- 
lion men were willing to go to their 
death. The vitality of "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin" is due to the deep passion of 
the thing it attacks. 
Companionate 


marriage is a problem only for per- 
sons whose skulls are mainly filled 
with a vacuum and so it lopks as if 
the author is the "poor little fool" for 
taking it so seriously. 


But granted that it is worth treat- 


ing in a novel, it should be made re- 
levant. How did the alliance affect the 
two principals and 
their 
relatives? 


What did it do to their minds? What 
social complications did it present? 
What evasions and subterfuge -were 
n'ecpssary ,to carry it off? How" did it 
affect the life of the girl after "she had 
returned to'normalcy? How the life 
of the boy? In what ways did it inter- 
fere with their happiness or 
useful- 


ness? Did the experiment dog them 
and did it serve to make them spirit- 
ually astigmatic? 


These and a great many other ques- 


tions naturally present themselves.in 
connection with 
the companionate 


marriage experiment. They.-are ques- 
tions the novelist ought to answer. 
Instead he stages an unsuccessful 
hanging. He leaves the problem where 
it was and makes no attempt to 
answer any questions.
